THE GENUINE SPORTSMAN.

It is entirely unneces¬ 
sary to point out to tbe readers of The Field the fallacy of this ab¬ 
surd conclusion. The true sportsman loves sport for sport’s own 
sake, and never, if he be a true sportsman, on account of any pecuni¬ 
ary benefits it secures him, or from any pleasure to be derived from 
tbe mere fact of taking life which in its highest developments is in¬ 
ferior to his own. The pleasure comes in the healthful exeitemeut, 
the wholesome exercise, and in the vigor, science, aud manhood nec¬ 
essary to be displayed. As an old writer well says: Tbe pastimes of 
stream and woodland are characteristic exercises of many of the no¬ 
blest properties of man’s nature. They call into exertion courage, 
perseverance, sagacity, streugth, activity, caution: they are the 
wholesome machinery of excitement, of hope aud fear, joy and 
sorrow, regret and rejoicing; they are at once the appetite and food 
of manhood. 

These words put the whole in a nutshell, though they might be en¬ 
larged upon to au infinite extent. The sportsman, however, needs no 
such enlargement. He knows by uctual experience that they are 
true; in fact, would as a rule add to them in more flowing language, 
and in terms more exuberant and pronouuced. He lives in a world 
of his own and can afford to smile at the assertions of those who can 
neither understand nor appreciate the healthful pleasures he enjoys.

This pedestrian business is becoming somewhat monotonous and the 
people are tiring of it. If, by way of variety the enthusiasts would 
occasionally accomplish what they start out to do, the aflbire might be 
more interesting, but as they almost invariably keep the*word of 
promise to the ear to break it to the hope, people are getting to re¬ 
gard them with suspicion, and donbt their protestations. 


Can a genuine sportsman be a true gentleman ? Are the words 
"sportsman” and "gentleman” synonymous terms? These ques¬ 
tions are often asked and can be easily answered. The answer is ybs. 

The questions are not new ones, they are as old as the hills, and It 
has been asserted that they were once propounded to the famous 
Nimrod, whose character was beyond reproach, so much so that he is 
mentioned in terms of praise in the Bible. 

Seriously, however, the general opinion is, that the two terms, 
"gentleman” and "sportsman,” are not synonymous, and that the 
sportsman is a person who kills for the double satisfaction of gratify¬ 
ing his mere antagonistic propensities, and securing supplies for the 
pot, or money for the purse. The nuniber of birds or animals killed, 
is looked upon as the acme of the sportsman's life, and the results of 
his endeavors are measured by this standard. It is entirely unneces¬ 
sary to point out to the readers of The Field the fallacy of this ab- 
sunl conclusion. The true sportsman loves sport for sport’s own 
sake, and never, if he be a true sportsman, on account of any pecuni¬ 
ary benefits it secures him, or from any pleasure to be derived from 
the mere fact of taking life which in its highest developments is in¬ 
ferior to his own. The pleasure comes in the healthful excitement, 
the wholesome exercise, and in the vigor, science, and manhood nec¬ 
essary to be displayed. As an old writer well says: The pastimes of 
stream and woodland are characteristic exercises of many of the no¬ 
blest properties of man’s nature. They call into exertion courage, 
perseverance, sagacity, strength, activity, caution: they are the 
wholesome machinery of excitement, of hope and fear, joy and 
sorrow, regret and rejoicing; they are at once the appetite and food 
of manhood. 

These words put the whole in a nutshell, though they might be en¬ 
larged upon to an infinite extent. The sportsman, however, needs no 
suoh enlargement. He knows by actual experience that they are 
true; in fact, would as a rule add to them in more flowing language, 
and in terms more exuberant and pronounced. He lives in a world 
of his own and can afford to smile at the assertions of those who can 
neither understand nor appreciate the healthful pleasures he enjoys.

Professionals claim that walking is the most arduous branch ol 
pedestrian ism, and assert that it requires more severe training than 
any other. There is no exercise superior to it for bringing into play 
all the muscles of the body. Fair walking is too little practiced in our 
large cities, and its claims are worthy of attention. It is an exer¬ 
cise that all should and certainly could indulge in; and yet how 
many of those who do business in the city, ride to and from their 
homes, when it would be diuch better for them to go on foot._ In 
the morning the down-town cars and stages, or rather those headed 
in this direction, are overloaded with men on their way to office 
desks. In the eveniug we never fail to notice a similar jam headed 
for home. Mind and body are both weary one because of severe 
mental labor, and the other partly because the mind is depressed 
and partly because the muscles of the body have not been brought 
into action. Now if these men of sedentary occupation would walk 
down town in the morning, and up town in the evening, the pedes¬ 
trian exercise would do them incalculable good. The body 
would be kept vigorous, indigestion would disappear, and the mind 
would rise above weariness almost as houyantly as the toy balloon 
sails through the air. Give walking a thorough trial, and half the 
occupation of the cars and stages will be gone. 


A. Washington dispatch says that Dr H. C. Yarrow, Surgeon and 
Naturalist to the Wheeler Expedition, has just reached that city from 
New Mexico. The Doctor reports that he has been operating with 
Prof. Cope along the valley of the Rio Grande, and that they have 
been very successful in their researches. Near San Ildefonzo, thirty 
miles uorthwest of Santa Fe, they found a large deposit of fossil re¬ 
mains, comprising camels, the rhinoceros, un extinct species of deer, 
porcupines and horses, and a very complete specimen of a gigantic fos¬ 
sil condor. These were found near the cretaceous formation, among 
layers of hard and soft sandstones. Many new and distinct species 
of flsh were found living in the rivers. They found the bones of the 
fossils of the cretaceous near the eocene formation. Near Obliquin 
they discovered the ruins of an ancient village, and near thiB discov¬ 
ered a burial place and obtained several complete skeletons aud spec¬ 
imens of crania, which indicated a race of Indians entirely distinct¬ 
ive from any tribe now known. The remains were found lying on 
the face, and the graves contained thq bones of birds and also earth¬ 
en jars. _ 

A very creditable movement ison footin New York to save Mr. Booth’s 
beautiful theater from passing out of his bands. Mr. Booth’s misfor¬ 
tune was precipitated by the pauic as much as anything else; for the 
dramatic season of last year was the most disastrous within the ex¬ 
perience of the oldest managers. The whole liabilities of the theater 
amount to about $450,000, including taxes. The mortgage foreclosing 
is a third mortgage for $40,000. The mortgages taking precedence of 
it amount to about $300,000. The value of the theater and ground is 
not less than $800,000, belug assessed for taxes at $500,000. Mr. Booth’s 
unsecured creditors are said to be very liberally disposed ; the holders 
of the first mortgage are satisfied with their Investment, and the sum 
needed to be raised is $300,009. If this can be done, there is reason 
to believe that Mr. Booth's affairs can be straightened out, and the fad¬ 
ing health of tbegreat actor, induced by constant worry and annoy¬ 
ance, be restored. _

SPORTING FACILITIES IN NORTHERN ILLINOIS. 


Elgin, III., Oct. 14,1874. 

To the Editor of The Field.— Leaving Chicago at 7 A. M. or 
3.80 P. M. on the N. W. R. R. you are hurried along at a lively rate 
until you reach McHenry. There inquire for John McCumber, and 
tell him you want to go to Nipsnik Point, Fox Lake, PisaquaLake, 
Grass Lake, or any of the lakes on the Fox River, and he will have 
you there in two hours. By “there” I mean to Rob Stanley’s, or 
“‘SportiDg Harry’s." When you are set down at Rob’s or Harry’s 
you are in Lake county, Illinois, and midway between the best 
shooting the state affords; for, standing on Nipsnik Point, to the 
south is Pisaqua Lake, full of flsh, and in season covered with duck, 
having a hedge of wild rice and rushes surrounding it completely, 
while to the north lieFox and Grass lakes.—all this only seven miles 
north of McHenry. So much for geography. 

During the month of July several gentlemen, residents of Elgin, 
gave birth to an idea—full-fledged. They were to locate a piece of 
land at some convenient spot, near the shooting grounds of one of 
the above-mentioned lakes, form a club, build a club-house, and 
open it in season for the fall campaign. A few days witnessed the 
purchase of land (2%a^res) and on the 22d of last month I was one 
of thirty others who opened the house,—a handsome cottage situa¬ 
ted on Fox Lake, a mile above Nipsnik Point; and it is now in regu- 
ular use by some of the members all the time. We are the “ Wal- 
tonians,” forty in number, a stock company and incorporated. Un¬ 
doubtedly many of your readers residing in Chicago go annually'to 
the Calumet for sport. This year take your gunB and rods, a good 
retriever, if you have one, and go to Nipsnik Point. You will nev¬ 
er go to Calumet again, and I will tell you the reason: Here you 
can find all you require for a month’s enjoyment. Here you who 
are fond of fishing will find wall-eyed pike, black bass, tiger bass, 
and pickerel, besides other flsh not so gamey; and you can catch 
them too in abundance, either still or trooling, in the lake or river, 
and your heart will gyrate some when a ten-pounder strikes your 
bait. I have seen enjoyment this fall in this way. You will get 
many two and three pound bass, but a “ tiger” of two pounds con¬ 
tains more real comfort and keen joy than any other flsh I ken of. 
If you are lucky enough to have one strike you clear of the rice, he 
will keep your mind concentrated for a few minutes. Very often 
you will feel a strike and wait in vain for the tug; then you will 
pull up with care, and find your bait cut off just below the head. 
This will be repeated several times. Hook your bait through the 
back on a double hook, and soon you will fancy the river bottom has 
somehow got hold of the other end of your line. Don’t alack, but 
let it work, and two to one you will need your gaff-hook to pull Id a 
fifteen-pound wall-eyed pike, or twenty-pound pickerel. There Ib 
no Bmall game-fish in deep waters here; they keep where it is shal¬ 
low. 

If you desire to shoot, land at Rob Stanley's or Harry’s. They will 
tell you the best points and go with you. .You will find mallard, 
teal (blue and green wing), wood, csnvas-back, pin-tail, red-head, 
blue-bill, butter-ball, widgeon, gadwell, dummy, stub-tail, ring-bill 
cornvin ducks, woodcock, golden.plover, English snipe, Jack snipe, 
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partridge,prairie chlchen,squirrels and rabbits, besides pigeons. This 
is game that yon can And either on water or on shore here—and you 
can take yonr ohoioe. 

The fare from Chicago is about 82.30 to McHenry. You can get 
a team for 88.00 to carry you to the grounds; or, if the steamboat 
runs up (which it does frequently) fifty cents is the fare. Rob char¬ 
ges 81.00 a day for good board and room,-and fifty cents a day for a 
boat. If you wish to stay a week or two. he gives special rates. 
Harry charges about the same. Write to Rob if you want to stop 
with him, and give him notice a day or two in advance. He can 
accommodate twelve, and Harry about the same. The address is 
Robert E. Stanley, McHenry, McHenry Co., Ill, or Harry Dwinell, 
same address. Perhaps I will tell you how our club opened their 
house in my next. Medious. 


WOODGQCK SHOOTING. 

Pueblo, Col., Sept. 25, ’74. 

To the Editor or The Field:— In one of my communications 
I told you that at some future time I would have something to say on 
woodcock shooting. I have hunted my favorite bird nearly all over 
New England, besides in some of the other states. I hunted them 
fifteen years for the Boston market, and I look back with pleasure on 
hundreds of days spent in this genuine sport. Five of us used to have 
an annual hunt about Lake Sabago, in Maine : W. G. Langdon, of 
Boston ; Wm. T. Plaisted, of Somerville; C. E. Keith, of Melrose ; 
8. P. Lake, of Newburyport, and myself. 

We Went about Oct 16 to 20, and stopped a week with Mf. Plais- 
ted’s father. I will give you one day’s experience. We all consid¬ 
ered ourselves good shots except Lake, who could shoot Borne, and 
was the jolly good fellow of the party. We had three setters and a 
pointer. We started in the morning, and bunted through the towns 
of Gorham, Standish and Limington. We hunted all day with fair 
luck, or I might say good luck, considering the scarcity of these birds 
and the great number who hunt them. Our dogB worked well, and 
everything went along just to our minds; there were no very remark¬ 
able shots made nor was there anything very particular about this 
particular day, only that It was a day of real pleasure, and one which 
I shall remember as long as I live. When we got home just before 
sunset, we counted between fifty and sixty woodcock and nine ruf¬ 
fled grouse, or, as we call them, partridges. The number of birds 
killed were about equally divided between four of us. Then we sat 
down to a real “ down-east ” boiled dinner such as cannot be found 
outside of New England. Why, those boiled dinners do one good to 
this day, when I think of them as prepared by the old lady and 
Frankie. In the evening we would have agame of euchre and retire, 
just tired enough to sleep well. 

I have noticed several articles in your paper by different writers, 
some of whom I am sure write their experience and do the subject 
justice, while others know but little about the subject of which they 
write. I think I know something about dogs, guns, and hunting 
generally, but will say nothing at this time. 

There are no woodcock in Colorado, but then I have plenty of 
deer, antelope, elk, mountain sheep, bears, Ac.; besides geese, ducks, 
chlokenB, mountain grouse, and in great abundance, but I sometimes 
get homesick for my old sports and friends in Massachusetts and 
Maine. I start next week for my fall hunt on the South Arkansas 
and Bear Creek. If any of your readers want information in regard to 
hunting and fishing in the Rocky Mountains, I should be happy to 
correspond with them. Martin. 


FIELD 8P0RT8 AT MENDOTA. 

Mendota, III., Oct. 8tb, 1874. 

To the Editor of The Field.— I write you for thepurpose of 
informing that portion of the sporting world who are interested in 
the field sports of this region how the land lays “ here and here¬ 
abouts." As may be supposed, prairie chicken shooting has in a 
measure suspended, as they have packed up for winter, and refuse 
to lie for a point. None can be got in the stubble fields. On the 
grasB lands surrounding Inlet and Winnebago swamp regions 
some can still be killed by bunting them during the middle of the 


day. Two weeks ago Jas. Clarkson, Geo. Kline, and myself killed 45 
in one day by ranging up and down the borders of the swamp near 
Deer Grove on the Mendota & Clinton R. R. The method of hunt¬ 
ing was to ride in a wagon while all the dogs we could get control 
of were suffered to range far and near, and when a point was made 
to drive up and put in our work. The birds were exceedingly well- 
grown and strong, and could not be excelled for swiftness and game 
oy any game bird of America,—quite a different institution from 
the little half-grown and slow creature we find them in August. 

snipe shooting 

has been excellent. Lewis Taylor of Mendota, and Geo. Kline of 
Deer Grove killed one day last week within half a mile of Deer 
Grove Staion, just below the railroad grade, 151 English snipe in six 
hours,—all on a piece of ground or not over 100 acres. The next 
day the same parties killed 128 upon the same ground. On this 
same tract over 500 were shot last week, myself getting in near the 
tail end of the conflict. Snipe Bhooting is excellent near the mouth 
of Willow creek at Inlet swamp. 

The regular flight of birds has not yet arived from the North— 
though a good many have been shot at Winnebago Swamp. Teal 
are the most pleantiful. some brant have been shot. At the cat¬ 
tails, just beyond Prophetstown near Rock River, the duck shooting 
has been good. At all the points mentioned the water and grounds 
are in excellent condition, and the prospect good for first-class duck 
shooting about Oct. 15th. All are within four aDd a half hours’ ride 
by railroad from Chicago. L. B. Crooker.

Madison, Wis., Oct. 12, 1874. 

To the Editor of The Field :—I make the Scottish games in¬ 
dulged in by our Caledonian Club the excuse for a letter to you. 
The exhibitions took place at our county fair grounds on Tuesday 
last, and were witnessed by a respectable number of visitors. They 
consisted of putting the heavy and light stones, throwing the ham¬ 
mer—heavy and light—running, jumping ; wheelbarrow, sack and 
three-legged races, and tossing the caber. The sports were all in¬ 
dulged in with a great deal of spirit, eliciting much Interest and af¬ 
fording any quantity of amusement. 

The blindfold wheel-barrow race was very good, causing a steady 
peal of laughter. It was won by T. Stewart. Mr. H. H. Campbell 
11 put’’ the heavy stone (21 lbs.) 35 ft. 6 in. and the light one (12 lbs.) 
43 ft. 8 in., winnning both first prizes. Mr. Campbell also won the 
the prizes for throwing the hammers, throwing one weighing 16 lbs., 
77 ft. 6 in. and one weighing 12 lbB. 94 ft. 4 in. He also threw a 56- 
pound weight, 20 ft. 4 in. But Mr. Campbell's greatest feat was tossing 
the caber. This was a green white-oak stick 14 ft. long, 16 in. 
through; this he raised on an end in his hands and tossed end over 
end. 

The running high jump was won by Mr. Butler. The standing 
high jump by T. H. Nyhon, who also won the running long jump. 
About one hundred Caledonians participated in the sports. The 
management of the whole affair was very creditable to the officers of 
the society.

We hope that 
through the instrumentality of our State Sportsmen's Club measures 
may be adopted which will prevent the wholesale and unseasonable 
slaughter that has prevailed for the past few years, or the ducks will

Per¬ 
haps we were too early, we will try them again In a couple of weeks.

Springfield, III., Oct. 7, 1874. 

To the Editor of The Field It was a beautiful morning in 
September when a party of four started from the city of Springfield 
for the banks of Fancy Creek, where we understood were excellent 
hunting grounds. After a tramp of fifteen miles, we struck the 
creek, and, taking a course directly north, we followed the creek for 
about five miles, when we struck the open prairie and separated, 
each going in different directions, to meet at a certain spot on the 
Sangamon river. After being separated about five hours, I sudden¬ 
ly came across Tim H-, a member of our party; so we started out 

together. Now, Tim owned a pair of what he called “ Moccasins,"

SPORTING NOTES FROM THE CAPITAL. 

Washington, Oct. 12,1874. 

To’ the Ediior of The Field The fall meeting of the Wash¬ 
ington Driving Association, at Brightwood Park, opened last week 
with a large attendance of spectators, and a line of good trotters to 
start in the first race. Since the spring the park has beeu improved 
in many ways. The track has been widened, a new grand stand has 
been erected, with a private entrance for ladies and families, and a 
new judges' stand, with a large room for the accommodation of the 
press. The fence has been rebuilt and whitewashed, and the appear- 
ancfe generally was fine in every way. 

The opening race was on Wednesday, October 7, and there were 
seven entries, but only five started. The horses entered were: Jacob 
Lerlan, Lady Gertrude, Wm. Penn, Arthur Wilde, Capital, Anglo- 
Saxon, and Edwin Forrest. Anglo-Saxon was detained at Balti¬ 
more and did not arrive In time for that race, and Edwin Forrest was 
too lame to start.

After several attempts a start was made and the horses did their 
best. Jacob Lerlan led. closely pressed by Wm, Penn and Lady 
Gertrude, with Arthur Wilde and Capital In the rear. This position 
was maintained throughout, Jacob Lerlan winning in 2:48}. The 
second heat was pretty much the same; time, 2:41}. The third 
heat Jacob Lerlan was closely pressed by Wm. Penn, and on account 
of a bad break of the former, the beat was deolared a dead heat, neces¬ 
sitating a fourth, which was won by Jacob Lerlan in 2:41 J. 

The race on Friday was again a success, and the time recorded the 
fastest ever made here in a trotting race. The New York horse, An- 

! ;lo-Saxon. appeared on the track, and men who claimed to be good 
udgee of horse-flesh looked upon him with that admiration which 
ends to “ betting and to loss,’’ when the betting is on the wrong 
horse, for while he proved himself to be the fastest norse on the traok, 
hie bad habit of “ breaking up” ruined his ohancee for sucoees. For¬ 
rest was still lame and was again withdrawn. The horses scoring 
were, Anglo-8axon. Wm. Penn, Lady Gertrude, Arthur Wilde, Jacob 
Lerlan, and Capital. These got off after two false starts, Penn win¬ 
ning the heat in 2:391, with Anglo-Saxdn and Lerlan close behind in 
the order named. Tne second heat was trotted with the same result, 
Penn reducing his time to 2:384, and was one of the finest heats 1 ever 
saw trotted, Penn leading Anglo-Saxon by only half a neck, and Ler- 
ian close enough to be covered by the same blanket. The third and 
[ last heat was again a victory for Penn, in the very good time of 2:38}, 
Lerlan taking seoond plaoe this time, and Anglo-Saxon third. The 
whole race was hotly contested, and as fine as one could wish to see 
on any track. 

This week there will be trotting on Wednesday and Friday, when 
the same horses, with the addition of Perry’s Washington, Jr., will 
be entered. The race on Wednesday is for a puree of $600, for horses 
that have never beaten 2:44: and that of Friday,'for horses that have 
never beateu 2:38, a purse of $750. 

The Association have done much to give us first-class raolng, and 
should be encouraged in their efforts.

This closed the annual tournament, but immediately after the close

Sherman then put up one of his excellent guns at $150; Messrs. 
Davis, Leland, Burrows, Dew, McNeely, Watkins, Perkins, Bray, 
Bowles and South contending for the coveted breech-loader, at four 
double birds, eighteen yards rise, Davis scoring seven of his first 
eight, making a tie with Dew. DaviB then came to the scratch again 
and dropped six In three shot*, Dew killing his first two pair straight, 
and theD compromised with Davis and became the owner of the gun ; 
and thus closed one of the most pleasant weeks of sport that perhaps 
has ever passed in the south. There were no contentions whatever; 
the judges’ decisions, in all cases, giving entire satisfaction, and not 
even the flret harsh word was uttered by any of the competitors to 
mar the pleasure of the sport. 

In closing, I cannot recommend too highly the excellent arrange¬ 
ments of the offlcere of the tournament, and of the 8tate Association. 

To sum up, the tournament was a complete success in every par¬ 
ticular. _ _ _ s.

SNIPE AND DUCK SHOOTING IN CANADA. 

Solomon Orser’s house was built on the sheltered side of the hills 
which surround the Holland Marsh, and, standing on a little spur of 
the main range, overlooked the flats below for many miles. It was 
a good roomy two-story frame building, for Solomon was one of 
your well-to-do farmers. His best parlor in front of the house tes¬ 
tified to that. True, he did not make much use of It; visitors always 
came to the back door and were received in the kitchen, and round 
the kitchen fire the gossip went on; but the parlor established his 
position. 

In the yard lay piled uphis stock of winter fuel, some half-hundred 
trunks of beech and maple trees, and beside them the universal Ca¬ 
nadian axe, which the farmer uses to cut down the giant pine or 
make the smallest article of wooden domestic economy, and with 
equal skill at either. At some distance, and at the foot of the hills, 
were the barns, crammed with grain; and in the straw-yard Btood 
the sleek cattle amid a variety of domestic stock, of which turkeys 
were the most abundant. The root-houses were full of potatoes, 
turnips, and all the root crop and everything bespoke a prosperous 
man. 

As for MrB. Orser, she was the beau-ideal of a managing woman, 
and kindly withal. Our wet clothes were.soon removed, and we our¬ 
selves seated at a table groaning with good things. If our jaws 
ceased wagging for a moment, we were pressed to " take hold” of 
some apple”'sas9” or other choice delicacy of the country. To be 
sure, we were prime favorites with all the family. The little Orsers 
adored us, and kept good track of all the “ partridge,” pigeons, wood¬ 
cock, rabbits, or other fowl or beast whatsover, which there was any 
likelihood of our shooting. The neighbors, too, dropped in to see 
our “ smell dogs” and " scatter guns,” and looked open-mouthed 
down the breech, wondering how it could possibly be kept so bright. 
Their old “ Indian chiefs” had been aB rough as a file years ago. 

It was not long before we were under the sheets on the first night 
of our arrival; and once there, it seemed bu.t one instant before Sol¬ 
omon’s heavy tread awoke us, to see the sun streaming in at our 
window at six o’clock. We were sobn up and dressed, and saunter¬ 
ing out to take the morning air before breakfast. 

At our feet the broad expanse of the marsh lay basking in the 
sun. The curves and windings of the river could be traced distinctly, 
and all the lesser meanderings of the tributary streams, with a good 
glass the favorite pond-holes for ducks could be scanned, and flights 
of the waterfowl traced as they sped up and down the marsh, on 
morning meal intent. “By Jove, Tom, the Big Pond-Hole is full of 
ducks; see how they are splashing and kicking about In it; and 
yonder see that flight of mallards making for the hole on the Hay 
Creek I We ought to get some of these to-day, though it is rather 
fine; they have most probably never been disturbed.” “ Well, let us 
get our breakfast, and then to work.” 

Breakfast was like every other meal at Orser’s—meat, potatoes, 
pumpkin pie, apple “ Bass,’ eggs, home-made bread, fresh butter, and 
tea; besides a host of hot cakes and biscuit, and occasionally pan¬ 
cakes. It was soon discussed, and, with bags well filled with spare 
ammunition for the day, we swung ourselves light-heartedly 
down the hill, and disppeared in the thick fringe of tamaracs round 
the edge of the marsh. 

” What are the chances, eh, Tom V” " Oh, first rate ; the moon is 
full, the night's cool, and the day is beautif. 1 for snipe—Bunny, with 
a slight breeze to carry the scent over the grass.” “ They would not 
consider it a good day in England.” “ No, 1 am told they want cold, 
drizzly, wet weather there; but, thank goodness, the best snipe-day 
here is just the sort of a day you feel inclined to go out on—warm, 
sunshiny, with enough breeze to stir the meadow grass.” “How 
shall we work it?” "We had better shoot over the big piece by the 
creek first, and then we will separate and go down, one on each side 
of the creek, until we come to our skiff.” “ All right;” and coming 
on to the open marsh at this moment, the dogs are now right ana 
left, and go off, swishing their feathered sterns and twitching their 
noses to windward, in gallant style, and before they have gone fifty 
yards are pointing in different directions and on different birds. 
“ You take Bang, Fred; I’ll take Bounce;” and as we turnourbacks 
on each other and walk up to the point, 1 bear a “ scape, scape,” and 
Fred's barking-iron rings out a sharp report on the fresh air, which 
startles three long-billB up in different directions round Bounce. I 
knock two over right and left, and the third haviDg taken it into bis 
head to come round me at long range, I put in another cartridge and 
bowl him over too—much to Fred’s delight, who thinks it a good 
beginning. 

What a choice bit of ground that big piece isl The footing is firm 
enough to make walking pleasant, and give you no anxiety about 
where you must step. The ground is a rich juicy black muck, with 
grass and water-plants growimr sparsely over it, and full of worms 
and insects. It is always good for ten to fifteen couple in favorable 
weather; and if you have shot it out in the morning, and come 
back there in the afternoon again, about three o’clock, you will get 
five couple more. “ What fat fellows these are, Tom I every one of 
them five ounces at least; we have evidently got on to a piece of 
undisturbed ground.” “ Do you notice where these birds that got 
away all go to, Fred ? They all make for that little bend in the tam¬ 
aracs, ana appear to go right into the woods.” “ Yes, I see; there 
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must be some good ground In beyond the taraaracs. 1 have heard 
there Is a clear space in there.” •• Well, we bad better go down the 
creek now and find out how the land lies on the other side, and up by 
the Indian burylng-ground.” "yes, and try the Pond Hole on the 
way." “All right’ But as we near the creek a sign from Fred 
maaeB me lower my bead, and, looking through some flags on the 
margin, we see two big blaok ducks swaying round in the dark water, 
with head erect. 

The number 8 cartridge is slipped out, and a No. 2 and 6 substi¬ 
tuted, and we crawl up, almost on our hands and knees, until we are 
within twenty-five yards, when up lump the ducks with a tremen¬ 
dous cackle, and crane their beads almost off in theiranxiety to get 
away. Fred rattles one down, and with his second barrel makes the 
other lower his flight so as almost to sweep into the water again; 
but taking a sudden spurt be rises once more, until with a careful 
shot I fetch him, and, curiously, befalls plump into the skiff, and 
kicks about among the grass there until lire is extinct. At the re¬ 
ports a great mass of duck rises out of the marsh on our right, Borne 
naif-mile away, and, after circling round and finding no one near, 
pitch back again. 

“By Jove, that’s something like!” acid we both in the same breath. 
"Til toss you, Tom, for who is to lie for them.” “Done!” and I win. 
“I’ll put you across with the dog, Fred, and you canBhootthe 
Blackbush and Haycreek ground, and I will come for you about 
four o’clock, and we'll have the flight shooting together.” So we put 
dogs and guns into the skiff and paddle down the creek until we 
come to the river, when Fred is pitched across and left there with 
the dogs, and I go up the river to the Pond Hole creek. 

Every now and then the “ berung” of Fred’s gun echoing up to the 
hills, and repeated from all the projecting points, tells me he has got 
some good sport. I stop at the mouth of the creek I am going up, 
and, taking out my knife, cut-a great pile of the reeds which grow 
there, called by schoolboys pea-blowers, from being used for that 
pleasant sport. I put those into the boat and go on, and now, get¬ 
ting near the Pond Hole, several ducks jump up before me in the 
creek; but I am not so green as to fire at them. On the contrary, 
one would not think from the careless way I paddle along, knocking 
the side of the skiff occasionally, that I was getting near that great 
flight of birds we saw so lately near here. A few years ago I have no 
doubt T should have been sneaking up the creek, and trembling at 
every sound I made lest I should alarm the birds above. But I have 
learnt better now. 

I come at last to a fork in the creek, and run the skiff aground, or 
rather into the floating bog. The moment I get out, with a roar like 
thunder a great mass of black ducks and mallards rise from a pond 
hole about eighty yards off. I watch them coolly as they-swim round 
In the fresh morning breeze, and take their flight up the marsh with' 
many a quack of remonstrauce and defiance. Then I put the painter 
over my shoulder, and haul the skiff to the edge of the poud which 
they have just quitted. It is filled with feathers, and is evidently a 
favorite spot. One little scrubby elder rises from the level surface at 
one corner of It. I drag the skiff there, aud proceed to haul the de- 
coyB out of the bag, and put them in the water about fifteen yards 
from the edge. Then I take the reeds I have and stick them all 
around so as to form a blind for myself in the skiff. All this takes 
some time, and before It is done a great drake comes circling back 
from the main body, and flies suspiciously over the corner of the 
pond farthest away. I had seen him coming, and keep down beside 
the bush ; finger on trigger, and a charge of No. 7 in the trusty Raw- 
bone. He shies off, but a well-imitated “quack” makes him turn 
his bead; and,seeing the decoys, besweepsdown to them, and comes, 
shaving the surface of the pool on extended wings, to the paiutea 
counterfeits. Too far, old fellow, hast thou come. A swit of fire, a 
sharp “ whang,” and his noble green head is thrown upwards, as he 
comes tumbling, a helpless mass of feathers, into the water. 

That looks well; for the « ily old drake has evidently never been 
troubled with decoys before now. But why did I not stalk the ducks 
on the pond, and got a pot shot into them ? If I hnd I might have got 
fifteen or twenty birds at onesbol, sure enough; but, having been 
fired at on their sleeping ground, they would have gone clean away, 
and never come back here, for the day at any rate. Now, having 
been only slightly alarmed, they will be coming back all day In twos 
and threes, and give one the very best of shooting, aud of a sports¬ 
manlike kind, instead of one pot shot on the water. 

See! here come four now to have a look at the old place. I keep 
down, and as still as death. On they come, beating the air with 
rapid pennon, and rising and falliug in tbeir flight against the brisk 
wind. Nearer, nearer, and making for the decoys, wuich dance and 
swing In the water as if they were alive and eDjoyed the fun. 
Splash I They alight In the midst of them, and swim around them 
quite unsuspicious. My spare cartridges are all in the boat beside me, 
and, taking two of their heads in a Hue, I let them have 1U; .As the 
other birds rise I lay the furthest one out, and, opening the ghn, have 
a cartridge in before the last one gets forty yards off, and down he 
comes to Mr. Rawbone’s gentle persuader. 

I bear Fred’s gun coming slowly up the marsh, on the opposite side 
of the river, and when at length I distinguish bis brown figure 
meandering about in the eccentric fashion of snipe shooter, I haul 
he skiff back to the creek, leaving the decoys and ducks behind me, | 
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and go over to meet him. He has a very goodly bunch of birds In 
his game bag, and exclaims as I meet him : “ I’m devilish glad it’s 
four o'clock,for I can’t carry any more than I have got, and was going 
to leave some behind. Besides, I got In among a flock of yellow- 
legs, and had twenty of them on the ground before they knew what 
had come to them.” “ I suppose they came fluttering round one you 
had shot, eh ?” “Yes, and the beggars looked sometimes as If they • 
were golDg to charge me. They would all come up in line, whistling 
and screamiDg like gulls, and the only trouble was to load fast 
enough.” “Where did you find them?’’ “Just beyond the hay- 
creek, on the blue grass lands.” “Aye, where we found the grass 
last year I” “ Well, besides that, I have over fifteen couple of snipe, 
and I left two splendid drakes beside the river, to pick up as we go 
home.” “ Well done, old fellow; and you have been snooting well 
I know, for I beard very few double shots.” “At one time I allied 
thirteen snipe in succession ; not so bad for the first day.” “ No, nor 
for any day, Fred.” 

Frea gets into the skiff, followed by the dogs, who lie down in the 
bow, licking tbeir paws and glad of a rest, and we paddled up to the 
mouth of a large creek filled with wild rice, and lie there, drawing 
the boat well into the long grass. The wind has gone down about 
five o’clock, and everything is still. The bark of a dog comes down 
to us from a farmhouse on a distant hill, and a large string of crows 
slant across the marsh to a grove of pines, their roosting place, on the 
other side. 

“ It's time for them to be coming soon, Fred.” “Yes; they fly 
late when it is so fine, though.” Just then a sharp “whew, whew, 
whew” made us look up, aud far above our heads a flight of some * 
half-dozen pintails sped up the marsh, to a feeding ground a long way 
above us. And now a flock of little green-winged teal dodged past 
in the shadows of the opposite side of the river. It was past six, and 
no ducks yet, aad we were almost beginning to despair of an addition 
to our bag, when suddenly out of the dusk there appeared five dark 
forms almost over our heads. Bang! bang! we had only time for a 
shot apiece before they were past aud into the creek. One fellow fell 
dead, and a second fell a long way off and scored a lost bird. As it 
got darker, the ducks came in thicker. We could hear them lighting 
in the rice ail round us with a splash, and occasionally quite close. 
These last would get up with a terrible clatter when a shot from us, 
at a passing companion, disturbed them. 

Before the moon rose slid the flight ceased, we had knocked down 
some fifteen or twenty birds, of which, after a long Bearch, we bagged 
ten ; and, leaving the others to be found in the morning, we made 
for home, some two miles down the river. The birds 1 had shot were 
left to themselves for the night, as one of Orser’s boys would get 
them in the morning. The decoys might remain where they were. 
We paddled rapidly to our creek, threading the shadows of the still 
river, and startling now and then a musk-rat, who plunged sullenly 
from his house on the margin into the dark water. Old Luna lighted 
us home bravely, and by niue we were snugly enconced in Mrs. 
Orser’s kitchen, warming our numbed feet, and voting the second 
day's shooting to be a jo lly good one .—T he London Field. 

SHOOTING FOOS-TRAORDINAIiY. 


[From the Virginia (Nevada) Enterprise.] 

Yesterday afternoon, at a saloon on the Divide, some men were 
discussing the shooting affray which occurred duriog the morning 
between the brothers-in-law, Fallman aud Ward. It was agreed od 
all hands that it was a shocking bad shooting—a discredit to Washoe. 
At last a Pioehe man bantered a Comstocker whom he knew to be a 
fine shot with a pistol, to go out into the backyard with him to do 
some shooting, just to show the “ boys” bow it should be done. In 
the saloou was a box of eggs, and' what the Piocher proposed «as 
that each shoot two eggs off the bare head of the other at the dis¬ 
tance of ten paces, the one missing to treat the crowd. The Com¬ 
stocker was bound not to be bluffed by a man from the other end of 
the State, so to the backyard all hands adjourned. Each man used 
his own six-shooter. The Comstocker first “ busted ” his egg on the 
top of the Piocher’s head, which exploit was loudly applauded by all 
present. It was then the Piocher’s turn to shoot, and an egg was 
produced to be placed upon the head of the Comstocker, but when he 
removed his hat there was a great laugh, for the top of his head was 
as smooth as a billiard ball. For full ten minutes all hands tried in 
vain to make an egg staud on his head. It couldn't be done. The 
Piocher tben taunted the Comstocker vyith having gone into the ar¬ 
rangement knowing that lie was safe. The latter told him to set up 
his egg and it was all right—he was there. The Piocher went into 
the saloon, and a moment after came out with a small handful of 
flour, which he dabbed upon the bald head of the Comstocker, and 
then triumphantly planted in it his egg, fell back ten stepB aud 
knocked It off. The Comstocker then toid him to set up his second 
egg and shoot at it, as he didn't want to have his bead chalked twice 
during the game. This was done, and the wreck of a second egg 
streamed over the Comstocker’s pate. The Piocher now stood out 
with his last egg on his head. The Comstocker raised bis pistol aud 
fired. The Piocher bounded a yard Into the air aud the egg bounced 
whole from bis bead. “ I’ve lost! ” cried the Comstocker. “ Letall 
come up and drink. By a slip I’ve put half the width of my bullet 
through the top of his left ear! ” and so it proved upon measurement. 





We notice that some of the Eastern papers are exercised in refer- 
* ence to theatrical properties, and suggest to Chicago managers that 
there is a vast opportunity for Improvement out here in the West.

For instance, 
in regard to the kings of the stage, why must they always wear a 
gUt crown adorned with huge spikes, and why, even when they are 
journeying through quagmire and forest, must they drees themselves 
in ermine and carry ascepter of twice the dimensions of a policeman’s 
olub? A stage monarch who wore ordinary clothing, and behaved 
like other people would be au entirely novel individual. If the 
members of the theatrical grand armies and the glorious company of 
Supee” at the Opera could be attired more Judiciously also, the 
change would be better. 

Even at Hooley’s It has been the usual practice to signify the ap¬ 
proach of a carriage behind the scenes by cracking a whip, although 
it is well understood that whip-cracking is only indulged in while 
horses are in motion and not when they are brought to a halt The 
banquets upon the stage never offer anything to eat but some prepos¬ 
terous wooden fruit, painted in glowing colors, and the emptiness 
of the flagons is always made manifest by the fact that the drinkers 
dram them dry a dozen times in succession with but replenishing 
their supposed contents. The rain never wets the actors or the floor 
it has such a sound as falling water-drops never by any posaibilitv 
could have; while the white paper snow-storms always come from 
a single narrow spot in the sky, and they fall over a circumference of 
three or four yards. 

We do no by any means regard good scenery and scenic effects as 
absolutely ewential to the success of a dramatic performance An 
accomplished actor is always superior to his surroundings. But it is 
at least desirable that the illusion should be made as complete as 
possible by giving the actor appropriate accessories of scenery cos¬ 
tume and properties; and if this part of the business is undertaken 
at all it should be done well. 

The most noticeable event of the week in dramatic circles has been 
the continued success of the Opera Company at McVlcker's and the 
strange and unaccountable manner In which the public have refused 
to recognize that genuine actor Lawrence Barrett in that beautiful 
drama “ The Man O’Arlie.” 

At the Grand Opera House the burnt-cork artists have been doing i 
finely all the week, and their success is deserved, for they have so far 1 
put forward a thoroughly first-class entertainment. Their first bur- !

ABOUT CHASING. 

We shall not have a great deal to say on the subject of chasing, for 
it is rare to see a puppy chase ( unless, indeed, it is iur) when once 
thoroughly house-broken, and a puppy ought never to go into the 
field until he is; but in case your puppy should chase, we will tell 
you how to proceed: Put on a check-cord,and on his next point fasten 
it to a light steel pin, easily carried in your pocket, and drive it into 
the ground with your heel. Two or three times done, this will most 
likely cure him without resorting to the whip. Very possibly he will 
not chase when he feels the check-cord on him, as you may have 
used It wlih the pin in your out-door drilling before taking him in 
the field to hunt. Should this be so, we then fq.ll back.on tbe whip, 
as it will be evident he knows his duty and does it not. Always stay 
right where you were when he chased and make him come to you; 
then take him back to the place where be ought to have dropped, be¬ 
fore you punish him. Never forget that a reproachful tone does far 
more with a dog than an angry one, and a blow given In anger does 
no good, but, on tbe contrary, may do a good deal of harm, and un¬ 
less a dog comprehends tbe why and wherefore, there is little use in 
punishment. A dog knows directly whether you are punishing him 
with a view of making him ashamed of his fault, or whether you are 
overpunlsblng him from temper. #Never let a fault, however trivial, 
pass unreproved on account of being In a hurry. Make your dog see 
that losing a bird Is secondary to complete obedience. He will be 
more anxious than ever to do exactly what you want if he finds out 
that impatience on his part will very likely lose him the pleasure of 
seeing his game bagged. Never let him see you In a hurry, and he 
will soon learn his lesson. 


HINTS ON HOG BREAKING. 

Common sense shows that a dog should not be corrected for diso¬ 
bedience, unless it is certain he knows his fault; punishment is ab¬ 
solutely necessary at timeB, and that of the most severe description 
with certain dispositions, but always be satisfied that the act im 
which the whip is raised was committed with a full knowledge tha 
it was wrong. Show me a cringing and supplicatng dog, on being 
called, and I will find Mb master with an uncontrollable temper and 
entirely unfit to train or manage a puppy; such a dog has been un¬ 
mercifully flogged and beaten before he has been taught and 
made to understand hia line of duly, and fearful of a repetition of 
the lash—for what, he knows not—obeys the summons, crouching 
and creeping. How I detect such an exhibition, pitying the servant 
and condemning the master. 

Dogs are wonderfully apt to notice cause and effect; it amounts 
almost to reason, and it is astonishing how readily a puppy will re¬ 
peat an act or performance that has once earned a caress or brought 
a reward. In breaking a dog, we must not crush bis spirit, but Ms 
Belf-will; begin at once in a mild yet firm manner, ana have your 
youngster understand that you do not intend to allow any deviation 
from the path of obedience. With his obedience, you gain his affec¬ 
tion; dog as little as possible, reward good behavior, and adopt 
the check-cord method of training, for it is never-failing, and the 
dog punishes himself, attributing it more to his own action than to 
that of his master. Should your setter or pointer show a backward¬ 
ness in noticing game, or if be appears to have little desire for the 
chase (and I have known and owned good dogs of fine pedigree thus 
behind-band, afterwards proving excellent), take him into the field 
with an old Btager, until he displays a liking for it; then work him 
alone for fear he may grow up with a lack of self-dependence, and 
be satisfied only to back up another dog’s point Make your puppy 
your companion continually, that he may learn your voice aud man¬ 
ner; be patient, and without anger in your lessons to him, aud you 
will surely succeed in his training.— Ex.

—The comparative merits of English and American race-horses 
are discussed in a recent article in the London Telegraph. It sayq: 
“Every true sportsman upon the trans-Atlantic race-course is as'fa¬ 
miliar with the best time ever made over a given course as a Scotch 
Covenanter is with his Bible. Nowhere in the United States could 
a turfman be found who is ignorant of tbe fact that Lexington did 
four miles in 7 minutes 19% seconds. But we know so little in En¬ 
gland about ruuning against time that it is extremely doubtful 
whether any of our most experienced trainers could produce an ani¬ 
mal capable of accomplishing four miles in 7 minutes aud 8 seconds. 
It is not customary to take tbe time at any of the meetings upon tbe 
foreign turf, but the unofficial figures have never yet shown a record 
equal to that of Kentucky, Longfellow, Lexington,or Tom Bowling. 
The four-mile run is the special test of English speed and bottom, 
and in this they have not only never excelled Lexingtou’s achieve¬ 
ments, but if they had they would still have to match Fellowcratt’s 
even better time. In trotting-horses American superiority is can¬ 
didly acknowledged by the Telegraph, as in England a horse that can 
trot a mile in three minutes is regarded as a paragon.”

The following New York telegram to the Chicago Ernes will be 
read with Interest: 

New York. Oct. 15.— The great four-oared race between the Ana- 
Iostan Boat Club, of Washington, and the Nassau Boat Club, of this 
city, was decided to-day. The match was arranged about four weeks 
ago.

In the betting the Nassaus were the favorites, at $100 to $80, and 
the odds were readily taken. 

At 5:46 P. M. the word was given to get ready. The boats were 
formed in line, and the naval crews lay In their boats with bodies 
bent forward, their faces set, their oars grasped with energy, each 
having his long, spruce blade poised a few inches above the water. 
At the start, the blades of the Nassaus caught the water first, and 
dashed away with the lead, rowing 37 strokes. Both crews rowed 
well, the Washington crew pulling like heroes, 38 strokes to the min¬ 
ute, and the New Yorkers not into their careless, easy swing, pump¬ 
ing away like machines, rowing 37 strokes to the minute. Before a 
quarter of a mile was rowed the New York crew had the lead. The 
Wa-hlngtou crew gradually crept up to them, and Prescott called to 
bis men to pull ana they nobly responded, pulling up their shell from 
38 to 40 strokes per minute. Bacon also called to his crew, but they 
could not respoud, and the Washington crew put on another spurt, 
and amid the wildest excitement and enthusiasm, passed the New 
York champions and took their water. At Highbrkhre, one mile from 
the start, the Washington crew led by two lengths. Bacon, the stroke 
of the New York crew, swept like a tiger after his prey. Passing^Mc- 
Comb’s Dam, the Washington crejv had Increased their lead to three 
lengths. A desperate struggle was now going on, and the New York 
crew gained slightly on the Washington ohampions. It was only 
momentary, for Prescott called to his men, and they sent their shell 
further to the front. They kept the lead, and crossed the line ahead 
of the New York crew, amid the wildest excitement, and won the 
race. Time, 18:52, short three miles. 

The defeat of the Nassaus was a heavy blow, as It was supposed 
that they would defeat the Analostans easily. 

GRAND SCULLING CONTEST. 

Nyack, N. Y., Oot. 9, 1874.

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IMPROVED BREEDS WANTED. 


There is no couutry in the world that oilers greater advantages 
to the shepherd than our own. Instead of importing a hundred 
millions or pounds of wool yearly, we ought to export that quantity. 
Instead of complaining of the competition of our own neighbors 
across the lakes, and dreading the ruin of wool interest, because we 
no longer eujoy a protective duty of a few cents per pound upon 
wool, we ought, with a far better climate and equally rich soil, to 
beat them at their own trade. We have millions of acres of the 
finest pastures in the world, healthful climate, well watered, high 
and dry, with a most nutritious and varied herbuge,and such favora¬ 
ble seasons that it needs but a hundred pounds of hay per head to 
be put up, and very little more than the uatural shelter of the bluffs 
and ravines, to carry a tlock safely through the winter. Wehave 
ridden and driven over hundreds of miles of land of this character 
in the valley of the Arkansas river, west of the Cottonwood valley, 
in the State of Kansas, every a ■'.re of which is natural sheep pasture 
of the very best description. North from the Arkansas river for two 
hundred miles, these magnificent pastures spread into Nebraska. 
Thousands of quarter sections of government land lie waiting own¬ 
ers, and thousands of whole sections of six hundred and forty acres 
each are offered by the railroad companies at prices of the most mod¬ 
erate character, upon the easiest terms of credit. Each one of these 
sections might be made to support a thousand sheep. To see these 
choice natural pastures, which have for ages supported innumerable 
herds of buffaloes and antelopes, broken up by the plow, harrows up 
the soul of a flock-master. They seem to have been specially pre¬ 
served for the home of tho sheep. But as these lands become occu¬ 
pied by settlers, they are turned into corn fields, the harvests from 
which are shipped, at ruinous cost, to the foreign countries to be 
changed into mutton and wool. 

But we have not the shetp wherewith to stock these pastures. If 
we except the American Merino, we do not possess any one repre¬ 
sentative native sheep. We are vainly trying to acclimate and es¬ 
tablish Eaglish races of sheep, which themselves have no stability, 
and are only kept up to standard bv infusions of new blood, and by 
the constant efforts of old and Bkillful breeders. We import costly 
sheep >nly to see them run down, pine and die off, while we insist 
upon keeping them pure. When we cross them upon our native 
sheep we get hardy, profitable grades, whose tleeces of fair combing 
wool weigh eight to ten pounds, and whose carcasses will dress 
twentv to twenty-five pounds to the quarter when well fed and fat¬ 
ted. It would seem as though it would be a far more profitable bus¬ 
iness for us to give up abortive attempts to introduce foreign races, 
and preserve them pure, and to found upon one or more of them, 
along with our own hardy native varieties, breeds of native sheep 
which should supply our wants for both wool and mutton. It is a 
mistake for us to confine our efforts to one breed. We need a va¬ 
riety of grades of wool. There are local differences of soil and 
climate which are favorable for a large variety of sheep, from the 
small, delicately flavored mutton, which might be produced upon the 
salt mountains of the east, the tender and juicy mutton of a larger 
variety, which should inhabit the great western plains, and produce 
the bulk of our clothing wool, up to the heavy bodied long wools, 
which should take the place of the Lincolns or the Cotswolds. In 
the comparatively small area of Great Britain, there are a score or 
more distinct varieties of breeds of sheep, each of which is para¬ 
mount in its own locality, and which include the small Welsh sheep, 
whose small quarter of four to six pounds is unsurpassed forflavor, 
up to the huge Lincoln, which lifts the scales at three hundred and 
fifty to nearly four hundred pounds. All these breeds have been built 
up. or have grown by force of circumstances—and circumstances are 
now favorable for the commencement of such growths in America. 
— N. Y. Times. 


THE 8INQLE-SCULL CHAMPIONSHIP Of NEW ENGLAND. 


The single scull-Tace between Butler and Plaisted, for 8250 and 
the championship of New England, took place on the Charles river 
Boston, last Saturday. The river wall back of Beacon street was 
densely packed with spectators, numbering as high as 4,000, and the 
start and finish of the race was attended with great excitement. 
The two wherries pulled out into position, Butler taking the out¬ 
side and Plaisted the course nearest the wall. There was very little 
delay in starting them, and they went off in a very few minutes af¬ 
ter they appeared on the course. At first there was little difference 
observed in their stroke, but before they had gone many rods it be¬ 
came evident that Butler was pulling the faster stroke of the two, 
going up at qne time to 38 strokes a minute. Plaisted kept the 
same stroke with whicn he started—two or three less a minute than 
his rival, but long, sweeping, and effective. The management of 
both the boats was excellent, neither swerving from the straight 
they had chosen in the slightest degree. As soon as they could be 
seen on their return, it became evident that Plaisted was leading, 
with an easy stroke, while Butler was working hard to catch up. 
As they rapidly neared the judge's boat it could be seen that the 
former was going to have things all his own way, and so it turned 
out, he coming in several lengths ahead of Butler, winning the race 
in IS :45%. The announcement of the result was evidently satisfac¬ 


tory to a large part of the crowd watching the race, as it was greeted 
with long and vociferous applause. Private time taken showed the 
race to have been pulled nearly a minute quloker than that an¬ 
nounced, which has for its support the fact that*in recent trials 
Butler has pulled down into the 40*s of fourteen minutes. 


OCTOBER DAYS IN COLORADO. 


No adjective is warm enough, no praise sufficiently comprehensive 
to do justice to the delirious beauty and glorious perfection <>f these 
October days in Colorado. The mornings open soft as those in early 
spring, and as the miBtB laizly roll away before the rising sun and 
vanish into thin space, the blue sky is revealed without a speck or 
cloud. Everv night the snow falls more or less profusely on the 
higher mountain ranges, whose lofty peaks stand out white and 
clear against the rim or the western horizon, forming luminous con¬ 
trast with the intervening mountains and foot-hills whose piney 
summits are as yet untouched by the foot-falls of approaohlng win¬ 
ter. While the sun shines with a warmth at times like that of sum¬ 
mer, the air is delightfully cool, and seems to sparkle like champagne 
with stimulating, life-giving properties. The nostrils even of the 
Invalid gratefully inhale thiB elixir, and his cbeBt expands to its ut¬ 
most limit to gather in as much of the precious circumambient fluid as 
his lungs can accommodate and digest. A walk in the open air at any 
hour of day—all times equally inviting—gives strength to the lan¬ 
guid muscles, elasticity to the step, enriches the blood, tints with 
color the faded cheek, tones up the nerves and infuses with new 
courage the heart that is weary and heavy-laden, whether it be with 
mental anxieties or physical ills. 

It is a mistake on the part of those who make hasty visits to 
Colorado to recruit their wasted energies and recover health during 
the hot season, and who hurry back when the first froBt touches the 
landscape. Attractive as our summer months are to all visitors, 
our autumn scenes and seasons are infinitely more charming and en¬ 
joyable. Indeed, there is hardly a day until March and April that is 
not thoroughly beautiful, every moment of which can be pleasantly 
and profitably employed out-of-doors, in walks, horseback-riding, or 
drives. The more robust, who are afflicted with oceans of leasure 
and Nimrodick propensities, can flush powder and v end bullets in¬ 
to bear, elk, deer, antelope, mountain sheep, an occasional lion or 
catamount, or scatter shot into flocks of duck, wild geese, prairie 
chickens, Rabbits, or other smaller game, of which our mountains, 
plains andqakes are at all times full. For the invalid, or hunter 
who combines a search after health with exhilarating outdoor 
sports, no other quarter of the world affords allurements half so 
attractive as Colorado during the fall and winter months of the 
year.— Denver Mirror. 


AN EXCITING DEER HUNT. 


Curley Pete Quick, noted as a hunter among a family of famous 
hunters, had an exciting adventure with a wounded buck in Big 
Log Tavern Pond, near Milford, Pa., one day last week. He was 
on a runaway, and an immense five-pronged buck ran into the pond, 
near where he stood. Quick jumped into his boat, and followed the 
deer, discharging both barrels of his rifle at the animal. He says he 
“hit it bad" but it kept right on. Redoubling his efforts, he' sent 
his boat alongside the deer. It had got far out into the pond, which 
at that Bpot is half a mile wide, and very deep. Quick had dropped 
his rifle in the bottom of the boat, without reloading. He thought 
the buck was so badly wounded that he could dispatch it with bis 
knife. He seized it by one of the horns and tried to hold it. but the 
deer plunged at the same time, and the horn broke off, throwing the 
hunter backward, and almost capsizing the boat. 

Regaining his equilibrium, Quick again seized the deer by the 
horns. The buck whirled suddenly and pulled Quick out of the 
boat. He landed squarely on the deer's back, still retaining hlB hold 
on its horns. He.waa in a perilous position, a long way from land, 
and his boat lying bottom side up. He knew from experience the 
danger of a hand-to-hand contest with a wounded deer, on land or 
water. If he could hold his position on the deer’s back, he hoped to 
be safely carried to shore. But the deer, by a sudden ducking of bis 
head, threw the hunter over his head in front of him, and the next 
instant struck him with his fore feet. Quick saw that he must 
fight for his life. Drawing his knife he closed with the now frantic 
animal. He plunged the knife into the deer’s neck twice, and then 
it slipped from his band and sank, leaving him defenceless. 

The deer in the meantime had not remitted in the least bis mode 
of warfare, and Quick's clothing was almost entirely stripped from 
him. Finding that be stood ho posable chance with the buck, he 
dove from its sight, and coming up Borne distance off, made for the 
nearest shore. The deer did not follow, but took the shore at 
another point and lost no time in leaving Quick and the pond far 
behind him. The hunter found himfelf in a most pitiable plight. 
He was nearly naked and benumbed with cold. Moreover, he was 
on the side of the pond opposite his cabin, and was obliged to walk 
half way round, through tne underbrush, before he could reach it.
